Furthermore, I have not the faintest doubt that a gooilly numlter of 
votes were stiden from u.s—anil also that a thousand or more 
men voted illegally and that all the hig and small tricks at the dispowl 
of die professional politicians and the ward heeler and sneak thief 
were .applied in this campaign to the uttermost.

For this campaign was the most hitter that was ever waged against 
the Social-Democratic party in this cit.v. From the very beginning, 
the two candidates of the capitalist |>arty ignorcil each other aln.ost 
entirely and both concentrated their efforts against us. 

This was particularly the case with Dave Rose, who instinctively 
felt that ScK'ial-Democracy and the Social-Democrats are the worst 
enemies he has in the world—es])eciallv in .this campaign, when the Re- 
ptiUican candidate, Pringle, wa.^ an okl friend and pal of his.

The vile personal attacks upon X'ictor Berger. Emil S -idcl and 
Frank Weber by David Rose and his clique I can simply dismiss with¬ 
out any further comment. We eSune out with flying colors, for—as it 
has often been well stated—he v/\)0 allot bs the personnel of our leaders 
and spokesmen, attacks us at the poini where wc are the sirongesl. 
Rose's attacks helped wr.

However, a series of peculiar conditions helped Rose consider¬ 
ably. • 

There was first the murder of a Calltolic priest in Colorado by an 
Italian lunatic. Rose acredited this to the anarchists and tried to trace 
h to the ScKsal'Deniocratic party and the Socialists. 

He made constant use of this in hit speeches, describing the spirit 
of Socialism as taught by Victor Berger "stealthily stalking up thy 
aisles of churches amd striking down the man of at the altar." The 
Shippy incident furnished some more nutterial for Mr. Ruse, and so 
did the bomb incident in New York. 

But tlte climax was reached when three starved Polish youths, all 
of them tiruler age, committed a robbery on the South Side and shot 
the cashier of a ^lish loan and building asf.H.-iation. The Polish poli- 
ticiana, before they even knew anything about the case, tned to con¬ 
nect this. MUtb Socialism.. Peter Pawinski, former comptroller of 
Dave'Rosf and owner of the gambling resort. Marble Hall. tel<;phoned 
a story fo this cnect to the daily press. The English and German press 
would not'tdbch it, of course. The investigation and the confession 
of the jxmths showed that only one of thra could read or write even 
in his own tongue; that they were all' extremely ignorant, and that 
thev did,p^ kww the difference between Socialism and green cheese, 
and never,m(f^.vrrdched lives had ever heard anything about So- 
cialim or Sbdaiitts. ’ . 

However,’’the Polish papers were induced for a good cash con¬ 
sideration to issue a spctal edition on the murder story and to print 
interviews 'with' Polish Democratic grafters, slyly connecting this rob- 
berpr and ihurdcr with thg teaching of Socialism and with the Socialuts. 
Thu was done in such q way as to avoid libd suits and yet at the 
same time.gectbe effect qn the ignorant Poles. 

And the Polish priesls, who for about six weeks have been look¬ 
ing op the houses of Pi^ish workingmen who were inclined to vote the 
Sodat-Dentocratic ticket did the rest. They not onlv preached ser- 
nxKu in all ffie churches on the Sunday betore election, thundering 
tgmnst Socialism and for Dave Rose, but they capped the cbmax 
al .the fuaend gl the unfortunate victim of the ypung robbers.. 
Of course (hat Dave paid the priests well for all their dirty work—is 
not denied. , 

The resillt of all this was a temporary standstiU-'fn our propa¬ 
ganda among the Poles, and an overwhelming Polish vote for Rose.

Add to this, that Rase had unlimited corporation money tnr the 
campaign and secured the votes of the ignorant Italians, Slovaks, 
Greeks and other, foreigners of that type--Ahat the corporations had 
Imported for him tkousuds of floaters a few weeks before- election— 
tlMt be bought np evei'ything in the poor lodging houses that could be 
gotten—that k had the unqualified support of all the gamblers, bad 
saloons and bouses of ill repute—that he was the fakarite candidate of 
the ^ewery lords and liquor "interests"—then it is a surprise that 
the returns do not show a larger figure for Rose and the grafters. 

* * * 

On the other hand, the Half-breeds—who have never proven 
themselves great political heroes—played a cowardly part. 

The Half-breeds had been trideed and beaten at the primary by 
the Stalwarts. Prtiq^, a pocket edition of Rose, a "business man” 
srith a very bad paU 5 <^ record—a well-known Rose Republican — 
sras nominated on the Republican ticket 
' As far as the oid party tickets were concerned, the Half-Breeds 
were between rite devil a^ the deep blue sea. Prii^e showed his 
true Stalwart color by even refusing tp endorse the LaFoilette dele- 
fates. 

However, the brave and hcime "reformers” did not dare to take a 
stand for an honest and dean dty administration and against Pringle. 

LaFoilette leaders luturalty disliked and detested "Tom," yet 
these "leaders" made speeches for him and attacked ffie Sodal-Derno- 
crats. And their organ, the Milwaukee. Free Press, supported Pringle 
in its local oohnnns as well as in its editorials, and made a particular 
point of its atosdes onSocUism. A special editioa of the Free Press sras 
even issued for that pdrpoM with a speech of that great "Half-Breed" 
champkM, Kdly, as its principal feature, and distribated free all over 
the city. 

And while the Polisb priests came out bluntly and dedsfvdy for 
Rose and ffie gr aft ers, the Protestant ministers ivere satisfied with a 
general srail against Rose, Icavii^ the general impression that they 
nvored Pringl^ that pocket edition of Rose.

Thus the Social-Democratic party stood virtually alone in its fight 
against graft, criminality and prostitution, and for progress, good gov¬ 
ernment and tiie new civic oouscietice.

And the result was that althongh the Rose vowd had only about 
*3.000 out of 63,000, yet they succeed in landing all the twelv^,^- 
dermen-at-large. The Democrats have twenty aldermen as a whole— 
and aznoug them the most remarkabie collection of crootw, inbedles, 
eomtqoo weves and freaks that have ever been seen in any legislative 
body m the.srorid. Some of them are still under indictment and 
ought now to be in state prison. There are others who were top crooked 
to get a nomhutiou even on the previous grafter tickets. There is one 
who is under gnkrdianship as a coramon drunkard and is not permitted 
to qiend a cent of bis own money, yet be it an "aldermais-at-Iarge”

hirc.straent. .Vow in place of the individual sahetitutr society, and in 
place of the indivtiluai' salaiy- sub.'titnte society’s living—go^ crops, 
buqntiftil lurt'csts. Now .society can go on gambling at a merry rate, 
bin ing and selling) getting rich or losing all. it n^es very little dif¬ 
ference as long as the fanning class is fortunate enough to keep our 
tables well suppliiil. Init the moment thej- fail to .do this ifistress is 
cverywlicre, just as it wouhl be if with tlie loss of his savings the in¬ 
dividual would lose his salary. .\nd yet. as sarff'fefore. the farming 
class is just alKiut as well off with bad CfiqK as with goixl CToj»s. 

Just a few ex[)re.ssions of their views yvill 'tttplain the situat'ion. 
( Inc fanner saifl to me that he wished tlic ixstatoi bbeflrs w'tmld Ixxomc 
so I«id that they wouhl eat up all the vines, for hclffad enough children 
to kis-p his cU>are<l of thcni, and tlien he ivonld get such a price as wouUl 
justify him in growing them. „ 

In the locality where I live there w.-i,s a largiff crop of ficaches last 
year than I have known Iiefore. 1 was congratulating a fruit grower 
on this fact. He Jold nie he was no liettcr off.this year than he was 
last, liecause iviw they arc worth nothing. 

.•\nothcr fanner tells me, tliat he is independent only as far as 
having plenty to eat is concerned. That until he can sell his surplus and 
tnni it into money, which he often finds very diffiailt to do'adv.vitage- 
onsly he and his family are ilepriveff of decent clothing, of comfortable 
surronmlings, of education, of rravcl, of litcratnre.-of everything that 
goe.s to make one refineil and rc.siwctcd. lie goes further, and .savs that 
all lliaf he raises and sells from his fann nets him little more titan he 
cotilil earn as a ilay laliorer that very often when he hauls a load of 
pOKluce to market he just .alxint makes the price of hauling and tliat 
if he conid find coastant emplonnenl for himself ami ho te.ain he would 
1 r‘ as well off as he is oti his farm. Then in a jocnl ir way he added 
that one tliing that a fann iliil for a man was to fiiiiiish him with a 
constant job. He also tohl me that while his ncighb rs were in favor 
of the public r/wnership of a great many things cs|>ei i.dly of railroads, 
tliey still clung to the idea of privately r>wning tlieir little fanns, "but 
that he liad about come to llw conchiskin that insten l of owning the 
little farms, that the little farms really owned them. When I heard 
tliis, 1 said to him: “You have gra.s|)ed a really grrat tnith—a truth 
that shall make you free." 

U lieu I hear of men com|>osing tliat large division of tlic.pnxiucing 
class, the farmers, S|)eaking this way I caiuiot hdi. ve that tliey can 
shut their eyes much longer to the changed condition- that have taken 
place in thi.s country during the last lialf century. I l•.lnnot believe that 
they can fail much longer to see tliat their interests ;ire with the town 
anct city workers who are in factories and produce tin- very things they 
need for their comfort and happiness on the farm. 1 c;ninol believe that 
they will ciin.sent much longer to he exploited and robbed by middle 
men. ortnmission men, lirokcrs, profit takers, over-ri: b capitalists ami 
other [laraskcs too mmicrous to meition, when by an understanding 
wilb the factory workers their farm products could Ik- excliangcil u|S)n 
the liasis of labir cost and both classes of jiroducers eiijov all the good 
things of life witlK.ut hurt or injury to any one. 

Sixnc of tile liencfits of such coofieration, which is jiossihle only 
under the collective ownership of the means of production and distrilni. 
tion will ap(>ear Wlien I relate some incidents whi, h I have myself 
observed. 

I have known gardeners and those who supply oiir markets to drive 
all night in order to reach tlie market early, then fn stand the greatfr 
part of the day on the curb, in the scorching sun of simnncr. ami the 
cold and rain of winter waiting for buvers of their produce, wliilc these 
buyers were racing from one end of the market to the other seeking 
where they could buy the cheapest I liave seen woifien and boys selling 
from these market wagons, and the tired look on thWr fafes showed the 
exposure and sacrifice that they have made. I myself made these 
trips many, many a time, fourteen to twenty tniidi to market, and have 
lieen so overcome from loss of sleep that I coukl‘%dtrccly keep awake 
sufficiently to drive liome, but it was kept up dtiril[|<'the Mason for two 
and three times es-cry week. This was wasted cnditiy. and this waste I 
again repeat prevents the farmer from doing fey* his farm what he 
would do if this energy was expended iqion it h- t 

When the farmer has rai.sed the crops, every'facility should be 
gh en him to place it where it Ls needed for consunlJJIlbn. The railroads, 
the electric lines, the river tranipjrtatibn, shoult^'nli be at his disposal 
at the exact labor cost o£ operation. He should not be exptoited in his 
effort to feed the human family, and when hi»i niiodiice reaches the 
aurket it should find storage at the exact labor co«<cff mainUining such

V'cl, 
on the very inorning of the day that 
the L'niou Square meeting was dis¬ 
persed. a crowd of 5.000 .stock- 
gamblers met in the curb-market at 
llrdad and Wall Streets, blocked 
the strtlttt, swept the guard ropes 
away, btadicd each others' eyes 
and broke each others’ noses in an 
effort to buy I.awson’s gold mining 
stock, whidi lie had advertised to 
put on sate that morning, and the 
police, so far from dispersing this 
Muib of rich "law-violators." act¬ 
ually turned legitimate traffic into 
the side-streets so that gamblers 
could figbt it out without internqi- 
tion. 

The question arises: If Ijwson’s 
gamblers cnuld be permitted to oc¬ 
cupy the public streets in violation 
of the city ordinance, and occupy 
them, although ihej- fought among 
themselves and knocketl down and 
trampled upon women, as the

If 1 have not alre.ady nia<lr it sufficiently clear Unit whenever the 
fanner is conipellcil to <k) unnecessary lalmr. whenever he is defrauded, 
or cxploitcil. it reacts uixin bis fann and causes waste tlwre, I wish to 
show I1ils’'plafh'1y now. 

» Tlicrc is a limit to hiinian endurance. The farming class is the 
iiv>s| (laticnt. self sacrificing, anil inihistrions class in onr country. 
Their willingness to lalxir incessantly, and„iinder the most galling of 
Conditions borders n(Km a form of slavery. Hut even thev who liave 
litvn the very life of the natkm have alxmt reached the limit of 
mthirance. It h.is lieen -aid that farming is the most indc|>endenl and 
healthful r.f occupations. Imt this can kcc|i ih> one on the farm any 
loiiget tiiau.g Ls |Hn.silile for them to get away. In many |iart5 of the 
ooiintty it i.s almost Jni|«issj|)Ic to eitlier hire farm lalor. or sell farm 
lands. In all the fanners’ conventions I liave atlmjcj in the last five 
ye.ifs thc'inhfi^t, ‘‘How to kect» the biys on the fami’’ has lieen dis¬ 
cussed. In the ricli farming state of Iowa Uic Stale Hoard of Control 
issnetl tlie folfowing reixirl. "There are 278 more in.sanr patients con¬ 
fined in stale hospitals than there was a year ago. The total numlicr in 
four hosniials is now 3.580. Hiiring the t ear the increa.se in the mtinlxT 
of suicides among the farming |xi|iulation lias frequently licvn com¬ 
mented llpo'.i." 

Iowa i- primarilv and essentially a farming state. It has in> great 
citje.s. The )K:ople live either iqxin fanns or near them. Tlie causes 
for this -uicidal mania and insanity were disritssed and explained 
variously by the special pleaders, ami learnetl retainers of ca|>ilalisin. 
hut their explanations were neither satisfaclon- to themselves nor to 
others, and it was ixit until Mr. (Tiarles IC Knssell sliowed up the 
oprraliixis of the Hecf Trust tliat the real cause was uncovered. He 
gate facts and figures to prove that when the farmers had put all their 
snhsiancr, their money, and tlieir lalior into lieef cattle, and tlien sent 
thein to market, the trust fixed ilie price ami com(>clled them to .sell year 
after V'.at at a loss, and |xnntirig the finger at the private tnist he gave 
ar, explanation for tlie increase of snieide and insanity that all hone.st 
and thinking men knew to be the eorrect one. 

Now I want to ask. Is ai> insane man. -r a man contemplating 
suicide or even a discouraged man likely to imiirovc a farm or do any¬ 
thing to bring it up to a high' stale of cultivation ? Kcailer, there is but 
r«ic answer to the question, and in giving that answer yon are iinron- 
scionsly acknow ledgiqg that sixmer or later you must take your place 
with the .^socialists or forfeit your own life and your own happiness. 
It wouhl seem that the losses from tialiiral causes—IlixiH. and ilrouglit. 
and insects, are all that the fanning cla.ss slxiuld he askyd to sustain 
even under capitalism, lint wc luve fomid lh.ii this is not the rase, that 
Ix'-idrs all these he must be stibjecled to exploitation by his fellow man 
whom he is feetling, that he must be preyed tqion by parasites in his 
own image who in turn dc.spisc him or his generosity, but by the etern.il 
laws of compen.sation. as the insect feeds ii|xjn the plant until it i.s con¬ 
sumed anil then dies with it. so the capitalist (larasitc will feed upon the 
capitalist system of exploitation until that system is dead, and then will 
die wHiIi it. Then out of that dead system ilicre will arise cooperation 
wherein nothing will he left ^undone to aiil ami encourage that class 
whicb (troihiors-the necessities of life, lx'c.iiisc then the welfare of one 
will mean the welfare of all. 

Wliat a slxjut of rejoicing goes up tmlay from the throats of the 
rapitalist class wheuever there is a boiuilifiil liarvexl and gooil crops. 
The reasiHi is plain. Tlie slaves must lie fed if tliey arc to build more 
sky-scrapi'rs. more yachts, more autonioliilrs. Yet this same cafpitalist 
class ilocs not contribute one iota towanl securing these gixxl crops, 
and are even igixirant of Ixiw much distress a bountiful liarvest and 
gixxl criqis often bring uixm the fanning class. 

It is im|Hjrtant that the (arming class sixxilil see tlie relation of 
gorxl cro|)s to the financial crises which arc the curse of the capitaliit 
system.

Every time a bomb is thrown, or 
a nmrderotis shot is fired by a po¬ 
litical agitator in this countiy, the 
Socialists, in common with all other 
protestants against existing condi¬ 
tions. are called upon to defend 
themselves. 

It matters not tliat the act may 
have been committeil by a man 
whose views are diametrically op- 
pofcil to those held bj' Social- 


Democrats: nor docs it matter that 
such acts of violence have a ten- 
dency to defeat tlie very purposes 
for which wc work. Still the 
charge is made tliat the (xirpctra- 
tors of such crimes are swayed by 
■’agitators.’’ under which classifica¬ 
tion fiocialists arc invariably men¬ 
tioned by name. Nor wa.s the 
throwing of' a bomb in Union 
-Square last Saturday afternoon an 
excejition to the rule. 

We Socialists must meet this 
charge as often as it sliall tie made, 
and we shall lose nothing if we meet 
it as we do all other charges—fear¬ 
lessly and fairly. And, if wc have 
any res|)on.sibiIity for .such crimes, 
wc shall do well to ascertain in 
what that responsibility 
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ocaipy a public park, in a peaceful 
manner, where they would iiilermpt 
no traffic? 

And, siilce Cohen did not throw 
his bomb until after the police liad 
dispersed the crowd of which lie 
was a part, it is plain that capitalism 
must accept a little more of the 
responsibility for making him an 
atrocious mordercr. 

For my part. I accept the Union

Nleanwhilc, the part 
of wisdom suggests that wC force 
upon the iiiilxildcrs of ra|>italism 
their part of the responsibility anil 
comiK-l them to accept it. 

Take tlie case of Cohen, the 
member of a New York anarchist 
society who threw the bomb in 
, Union Square: He first touched 
capitalism in Ru.ssia. the land of his 
liirth, where people of this kind are 
ridden down by Cossacks, shot, 
i exiled to Siberia, or treated in 
[Whatever manner may best please 
the Czar and the Grand Dukes. Six 
vears ago. he came to the United 
States, where the conditicAu createii 
by capitalism forced him into a 
sweatshop to ply his trade of a 
tailor. The conditions fhat he 
found in the sweatshop develop^ 
in him the germs of tuberculosis, 
as tliey have in .so many thousands 
of other cases. ■ He felt death 
crriqiing upon him. For the last 
few nionths. so the newspapers say. 
he has been uiuUe to work more 
than half of the time when he oouhl 
work at all. 

I For this much of the experience 
that contributed to the making of a 
boenb-thrower, capital must be held 
iresponsible. At some time during

ami fairly productive, this diffiailty is in part overcome, but unfoi 
tunately by far the greater numbcr'of these are poor, some very poor, 
and .so the .same difftciilty is encountered as with the small farms. As a 
result instead of deep, tbonxigh plowing, with disc or other heavy 
Iilows drawn by strong horses, much of the plowing is done with light 
plows drawn by one or two horses, which process only scratches the 
surface so as to render lieav>- rains more destructive. On these small 
faniLs, I have known Ions of lay to slaml until it was spoiled becauM 
tlicse small farmers could not hire machines to cut it when it should 
have been cut. This is only one illustration of waste of this kind. 
Nfany more could be pointed out 

Not long ago I was standing in the field where one of these small 
farmers, poverty stricken, was plodding his way in the furrow after a 
light plow drawn by a single horse, and that one very lean indeed. 
After 1 had lieen talking to him for a short time, we looked out toward 
the road, and behold a regiment of l’'nited States Cavalry on a practice 
march. They had ewer five hundred of the finest, strongest draft 
horses tlat the natioa could supply. They had already covered one 
hundred twenty-five miles, and were to return in a few days. .Ml the 
cavalry regiments of the nation were doing the same thing at the .same 
time, .and this they do frrqi^tly, while these small farmers scratch their 
soil witli a lean plug. This .snttll farmer hung tus head, but made no 
comment. I could not tell what he was tlu'nking. I am not now object¬ 
ing to the maintenance of the’ army, or the practice inarchM of its 
cavalry' diriskw. Until men know that they are btolhers, or as I had 
better say until they are fosked by the logic of events to see that tlyy 
are brothers, standing armies seem to be a necessity. 

Acfvaniagr of Coof>f''Oth‘e Farming. 

What I woold like to call to the attentioa of these small farmers is 
that these sttnding armies, with tlieir strong, aWe-hodiod horses, and 
their yierfect equipment, are collectively owned, a^ if they ever bofteto 
Wkiw their rhosm occupotioB of farming under ideal and perfect co»- 
ditions. it must be under a system of cooperatioa and c< 4 lective owner¬ 
ship. Then instead of nullifying a man’s effoita by allowing bioi to 
work with inferior equipment, every labor saving device, and every 
thing tliat would promote and increase the piodnetivity from kb 
efforts, would be placed at hit dUpotaL Machin^al every descriptiaa, 
strong and well led dwght animals would be ooMnnily at the.servioe 
of the tillers of the soil. There are those who aakll^ this can be doae. 
Simple enough under Soctahsm. The workers vrilb invent, and make 
the machinerr, the w-orkers who breed and raiae fnnp animals can nbt 
live upon their own products. They need the Modocts of the fann. 
and when they understand the hem^ that will aDcrue to ait by ex¬ 
changing the product of one for the product of another on the basia of 
labor cost the thing Is done, and the noa-produclng parasite is dun- 
inated.

air cells. There, tlic bkioil becomes 
purified or oxygeiiatcil. aiul through 
this process it is carrieil to every 
(>art of the body as (Hire nutritious 
liipiid. 

It Ls computed by great authori¬ 
ties that each gruwu-up person 
must liave 3.500 cubic feel of pure 
air every hour, or one cubic foot 
every second. And in order to ob¬ 
tain MU-h niiantity of air, each per¬ 
son must luve i.ooo to i.aoo cubic 
feet of breathing space, and tlie air 
ventilated three limes per hour. But 
unfortunately in most of the dwel¬ 
lings and wurksluips nnt more than 
aoo cubic feet of breathing sjace is 
allowed for each individiul.
